State Liquor Store and Post Office. 

The completion of the new and wider Windham Road bridge makes it capable of handling a larger flow of traffic 
and eliminates the necessity of re-routing trucks and buses that was imperative with the condemned Stone Arch bridge. 

The re-routing of Route #38 by-passing the center of our Town has eliminated the converging traffic from our 
Center, 

The location of our new United States Post Office at the Pelham Plaza on Route #38 will take care of our demands 
for larger ad more modern postal service for our growing community. 

The acquiring of the fifty-first State Liquor Store also located at the Pelham Plaza next to the new Post Office has 
been the culmination of many meetings and correspondence on the part of past and present Selectmen, State Represen- 
tatives, and Senator. The Selectmen wish to extend a wam thanks to all of these and others who have helped to make 
this a reality. 

We have continued to improve our Town Hall, completely paneling the main hall and installing new accoustical 
ceilings downstairs. 

The Town Clerk's office has been completely remodeled and equipped, thus bringing all Town Officers into the 
Town Hall. 

The upstairs hall ceiling has been completed with installation of flush lighting fixtures. 

The Selectmen wish to thank the Police Chief, Fire Chief, Road Agent, and other Town Officials for their full 
co-operation for the year 1965, 

The passing of our late Building Inspector, Cyrille J, Bedard, who has served the Town well for the past years, 
necessitated the appointment of a new Building Inspector, Albert E, Hirsch, who we feel has all the qualifications to 
do an excellent job for the Town of Pelham.

Motion "That a condensed transcript of this meeting be prepared and published in next year's Town Report. " Passed 
in the affirmative. 

Motion "That Selectmen appoint a firehouse building committee to study and make recommendations for a new 
fire house and/or firehouse-police station combination. Such plans and recommendations to be made available to the 
Town Meeting, March, 1966." Motion passed.

SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax 

Collector, Town Clerk, Trustees of Trust Funds, Library and Municipal Court. 
FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1964.- December 31, 1965: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1964 and December 31, 1965, are’ presented in Exhibit A-1, 
As indicated therein, the Surplus increased by $8, 905.09, from $26, 586.35 to $35, 491.44 in 1965. Inasmuch as there 
were no outstanding bonds or long term notes, the balance sheet Surplus of $35, 491, 44 represented the Current Surplus 
(excess of total assets over current liabilities) as of December 31, 1965. 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the

With the added roads in the new developments and increase in traffic it is necessary for the Highway appropriation 
to increase proportionally or the roads will get neglected and in great disrepair. More roads are being used by our School 
buses and need to be made safe for their travel.

During the year, the Board has had meetings in Concord with the Highway Department to discuss road improvement and 
additional new state road development for Pelham. Representatives of the Board attended Conservation Seminars and 
heard that now is the time to save some of our beautiful surroundings for ourselves and future generations to appreciate. 
With this, the Board is requesting in the Warrant, the formation of aConservationCommission to study how Pelham should 
approach this problem. The Board also met with Representatives from Avco for an explanation of their sewerage treat- 
ment plant. 

After many more meetings with our planning consultant and open meetings with the towns people your Planning 
Board was happy to announce to you, through a booklet sent to every house, the completion of the Master Plan Study. 
Much work has gone into this study by the Board, the Consultant and the State Planning Department and we now feel that 
we have a sound program set up for the future of Pelham. 

We have already started by presenting a new zoning regulation to the Town for its adoption. Many of the future 
programs of the Master Plan hinge on the acceptance of this new regulation.

TO PLAN FOR A NEW POLICE & FIRE STATION 


The Pelham Town Meeting of 1965 requested the Selectmen to appoint a committee to investigate the selection 
of a site and make preliminary plans for a future Police ad Fire Station.

This committee met on a number of occasions to: 
1. Discuss all aspects of the future needs of these two departments, as well as the Town. 
2. Inspect properties now owned by the town. 
3. Inspect public properties that might be ideal locations, 
4, Direct correspondence to various State and Federal Agencies to investigate Federal Grants or Aid. 

The committee, realizing the rapid growth of the town in the past several years and the future expansion that is 
inevitable, gave thought also toselecting sufficient property for a complete Civic Center to be built in progressive stages 
as needed and conforming as closely as possible to the "Pelham Town Plan". 

The committee's recommendations relative to suitable property will be made known to all interested town of- 
ficials ad various regulatory boards, 

The committee further recommends that due to the constant increase in the cost of land, early action be taken 
relative to the purchase of necessary property. Consequently we recommend to the Budget. Committee and the Town 
Meeting, the appropriation of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2, 500.00) as an operating fund. This fund to be adminis- 
tered by the Selectmen for the purpose of taking land options and securing preliminary architectural drawings for ap- 
proval of the 1967 Town Meeting. 

The committee wishes to express its appreciation for the opportunity to work actively on this phase of the town 
expansion program and further that the work of this committee will be energetically continued.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


Most of us who live in New Hampshire and the thousands of vacationists that visit us every year love the State for 
the variegated woodlands that encircle our clean lakes and clothe the hills and mountains. Most of us appreciate these 
values, but still there were enough careless people among us to cause over 880 grass and woodland fires to start in 1965. 
True this was a much dryer than normal year but this should have meant the use of extra care. Fortunately the fire fight- 
ing forces have held the line against such careless acts, It is up to each one of us tobe ever mindful that a sparkor flame 
‘s a potential fire. 

WE MUST ALL BE CAREFUL: 

1. Toteach our children the danger in lighting matches. 
2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while walking through fields or woods, 
3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If you must burn rubbish or brush; 
a. Always get a permit to burn from the warden, 
b. Start your fire late in the day after 5:00 P.M, 
c. If burning a field or brush have equipment and adequate help on hand. The heat from 
your fire creates its own draft to spread fire. 

Our carelessness with fire-is costing our State and Towns thousands of wasted dollars in suppression and hundreds of 

acres of destroyed woodlands. Yours never to enjoy.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This is my 5th annual report to the people of Pelham. During the year of 1965, as previous ones, we have taken 
advantage of the various police training schools in our area and are fortunate to have “training films” at our regular 
meetings, which are available through the F.B.I, These services benefit all police personnel and help to make a better 
police department. 

Please post in a conspicuous place-the Police Department telephone number, which is manned 24 hours a day- 
635-2411. 

I would again like to thank the Police Relief Association for their continued support, finandial and otherwise, at 
no cost to the town. Without their assistance, it would be impossible for the department to acquire equipment, such as 
that, that has been purchased. This year, the association's purchases amounted to $897.25, a major item being a port- 
_ able radio for use in a private car or at home. With this new radio, we now have communication with the cruiser and 
two private cars, should this be necessary. Other gifts to the department include law books and books relative to our 
Supreme Court decisions, etc. which we must keep abreast of at all times. 

Iam recommending another full time officer for night duty to have 24 hour coverage in the town. This would 
mean three shifts - regular daytime hours and two night shifts. At present, our regular officer assists me during the day 
as well as his regular night time duty and I, in turn, assist him if an emergency arises during the night. The need for 
another officer isbrought about bythe increase innew business establishments and proposed new businesses for the coming 
year; the increase in population and new developments throughout the town; the many summer residents at the local 
ponds during the summer months and our schools, of which there will be three in the fall. 

According to national statistics, the size and locaion of the Town of Pelham, warrants another police officer, 
especially where it is a border town. 

This year, I have accounted for 3402 calls, approximately 400 calls over last year. This will also give you a bet- 
ter idea of the need for another full time officer. I might add that many calls are not tabulated, all of a miscellaneous 
nature-information, etc. 

Another point I have brought to the attention of the Board of Selectmen, that more street lighting is needed at 
various intersections and dangerous curves, 

I would also like to compliment the places of business throughout the town who have provided their own lighting 
which is a great asset in alleviating acts of vandalism and breaks which are major problems in our surrounding areas at 
the present time. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank town officials and townspeople for their continued cooperation and 
especially those who assist me directly in the department.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Pelham in the County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the E, G, Sherburne School in said Pelham on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, 
next at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same, that is, if the Town will vote to accept the Town Budget as prepared by the Budget Committee 
and to take action thereon, 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen, or a majority thereof, and Town Treasurer to borrow necessary 
money in anticipation of taxes, 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $964.41 as the Town's share of Town Road Aid, 
the State to contribute $6,429.39 as the State's share, as provided by law. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve Fund, 
for the purpose of purchasing a fire truck, or take any other action relative thereto, 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $800.00 for the purpose of continuing the use of 
the State Tax Commission in appraising new properties, or take any other action relative thereto, 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 for the purpose of further alterations 
and repair to the Town Hall, or take any other action relative thereto, 


8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated Chapter 154:5 
relating to the appointment of aChief fireward orengineer for anindefinite period of time, his tenure of office depending 
upon his good conduct and efficiency, and to authorize and direct the Selectmen to make such appointment and to make 
a removal when and if necessary, in accordance with the provisions of said chapter. 


9. To see if the Town will vote that on the expiration of the term of the highway agent elected at the 1966 annual 
meeting of the Town, the Selectmen be and hereby are authorized thereafter to appoint a highway agent in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 245:6 of the Revised Statutes Annotated, (by petition) 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500.00 to be used for the purpose of taking land 
options on desirable locations and to allow the drafting of some preliminary plans as recommended in the Report of the 
Fire House-Police Station Committee or take any other action relative thereto, (by petition) 


11. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500.00 to be used by the Planning Board for the

A word of praise for our building committee is certainly in order, A committee full of capabilities, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Arthur Egerton, has worked hard and been’a tremendous help to the Board, Their continued help 
until the time the Memorial School is accepted will be a great asset to the school district. 

To the various organizations and individuals who ‘have contributed their time and money to help the school and 
students, we THANK YOU. These contributions have made an unforgettable mental plaque in the minds of all of us. 

Our high school enrollment projection of 252 students for next year will give us a tuition expenditure of over 
132,000 dollars, Our transportation for high school students will be around 25,000 dollars. This is better than one third 
our operating budget. With tuition and transportation cost and our continual growth, it seems that you will see our Steer- 
ing Committee in action this next year. 

Our budget for this year is being administered with a thought to economy, a knowledge of the superiority of qual - 
ity, and a duty to the tax payers to hold the budget to a minimum. With this in mind as we administer our duties we 
feel certain at this date that a substantial surplus will be returned to the general fund at the end of the year. Next year 
will be the largest year to date in growth and development of the Pelham School District, and necessarily means a larger 
budget. 

We will need additional teachers, full time for our music and art teachers if the programs are to be effective, and 
the Memorial School must be equipped, 

At this date the Board finds it necessary to ask the annual school district meeting for additional money to com- 
pletely equip and furnish the Pelham Memorial School. Several factors are concerned here, the largest being; cost of 
the general contract was much higher than originally anticipated, running into difficulty getting water for the school, a 
necessary addition of water-proofing for the basement and kitchen equipment cost running high. 

In order that we may maintain our program of progress and quality in YOUR school systern, it is necessary that we 
work hand in hand. We humbly ask your cooperation in your consideration of our budget.

To the School Board and Citizens of Pelham:.. . 


The construction of the Pelham Memorial School by the Fay Construction Company of Wakefield, Massachusetts, 
continues to be the most important educational news of the year, This new school will be completed and furnished for 
the opening of school next September. The Memorial and Sherburne Schools will provide the opportunity to develop a 
child centered approach to education in Pelham. We will be able to expand existing programs in art, music, foreign 
language, and science and develop new programs in physical education and pupil personnel services. Through these pro- 
gramswe can better meet the needs of all the children furnishing them with a more complete and intensified background 
to meet the challenge of high school. 

Pelham has continued tostress the demand for well qualified teachers and has reflected a competitive salary sched- 
ule. If we are to attract and hold competent teachers we must continue to place our emphasis on quality instruction and 
competitive salaries. We are pleased to note the following additions to our instructisnal staff: 

Mrs, Florence Holway, Alton, N.H., graduate of Keene State College, 1964, teaching grade 5, 

Mr. John Murray, Salem, N.H., Plymouth State College, 1965 is teaching Science, grades 7 and 8, 

Mrs, Pearl Sandy, Lowell, Mass., 1965 graduate of Lowell State College, is teaching grade 6. 

Miss Ann VanNostrand, Ridgewood, N.J., Graduate of Plymouth State College 1965, is teaching English grades 
7 and 8. 

Miss Cynthis Zolkos, Pelham, is the part-time Art teacher. Miss Zolkos graduated from Mass, College of Art, 
1965, 

In our attempt to evaluate and improve our educational pasture we are constantly faced with the need for addi- 
tional pupil personnel services to complement our instructional program.. The main purpose of a guidance counselor, who 
can offer these services, should be tocorrelate the needs of the individual child with his home environment and classroom 
work, These services may be in the form of individual testing, parental conferences, high school program selection, 
clinical referals, and counseling sessions to mention only a few.

The following paragraphs constitute my report as Assistant Superintendent in the School District of Pelham, New 
Hampshire, 

The basis for today's and tomorrow's needson the elementary and junior high school levels is clearly the necessity 
of developing a total school program, grades 1 through 12, consistent in both scope and sequence. An historical concern 
in the field of education has been the problem of articulating educational programs from grade 1 through grade 12, If 
this is to be accomplished, we canno longer think only in terms of the necessity of maintaining comprehensive high school 
programs, but also comprehensive junior high and comprehensive elementary school programs, 

Pelham'‘s new Memorial School is being built according to specific educational specifications which represents a 
strong committment to the future implementation of a comprehensive elementary and junior high program, The value of 
such a program to the children of Pelham will be inestimable both in terms of their present and future educational expe- 
riences, 

The new science facility to be included in the Pelham Memorial School will prove to be an excellent investment. 
These facilities will make possible a science program which will rank as one of the finest in the state of New Hampshire. 
This program is already planned and ready for implementation. It is a program of teaching science in depth and one 
which will allow students active participation in the learning process, 

Pelham already has an extremely well developed foreign language program. In June of this year, Pelham will 
graduate its first group of children having completed French I, Language laboratory facilities will be provided in Pelham’ 
new building facility providing identical instructional facilities with those provided at Alvirne High School, Henceforth, 
therefore, Pelham's children will have available a sequentially developed foreign language program from grade 5 through 
‘grade 12, 

It is important to emphasize that the school library of the future will become the center of the instructional pro- 
gram. Included within the new Memorial School are spacious library and curriculum materials centers, Here again the 
people of Pelham have committed themselves to the concept of the comprehensive elementary and junior high school 
programs. Modest school district support combined with expenditure of federal monies under Title I and II of the Ele- 
mentary and Secondary School Act of 1965 in these vital areas will quickly provide Pelham with an excellent library and 
resource center, 

Guidance services, an essential component of a well rounded comprehensive program, has yet to be included in 
Pelham 's instructional program. The primary function of the elementary guidance counselor is to become an integral 
part of the instructional team. As such, the elementary counselor is concerned with the early identification of children's 
abilities, The counselor and classroom teachers work hand in hand in the identification of strengths and weaknesses of 
individual pupils through diagnostic testing and counseling. Such efforts result in modifications of the instructional pro- 
gram as it relates to individual children and their needs thus determined, 

An important activity employed in a guidance program is counseling, the process by which a pupil is helped by 
conferences to understand himself in relation to his developing and changing world. Included in this process are con- 
ferences with teachers and parents and the use of other school and community resources, Counseling provides professional 
assistance for eachindividual by helping him to be more objective and realistic as he seeks self-understanding and self- 
development. Individual counseling helps the pupil interpret and relate facts about himself, school, family, friends, 
his world, and to apply this knowledge in solving everyday problems and to learn how to solve problems in the future. 

In brief, testing (diagnostic and other), used in conjunction with counseling and conferenceswith teachers and 
parents can more effectively bring about the objectives of education, both in terms of a program and as a process, I 
strongly recommend that Pelham further implement a comprehensive program by adding a guidance counselor to its in- 
structional staff. 

Growth in enrollment has continued unabated and space has not been available to properly accommodate these 
additional pupils, Although teacher aides have been provided to somewhat alleviate crowded conditions in two class- 
rooms, the general pupil-teacher ratio has grown to alarming proportions, It is well to be reminded over and over again 
that maintenance of high educational standards in the Pelham schools is dependent in large part on whether or not instruc- 
tional groups return to reasonable size, It is not unreasonable to plan a September pupil-teacher ratio of 25 to 1, Based 
on the current growth pattern, that ratio will have increased to 27 or 28 to 1 by November or December of 1966. 

In conclusion, I would like to extend my thanks to Mr, Brown and the entire instructional and non-instructional 
staff for their untiring efforts towards developing and maintaining a program of instructional excellence,

Dr. March of Nashua was the attending physician. Mrs. Caroline Law, R.N., Mrs. Laverne Steck, R.N. and Mrs.

We had Mrs, Constance Martin, R.N. apply the TB, Patch Test to 248 pupils in October and had one reactor that 
was x-rayed and found negative, 

We had our annual April clinic and registration for children entering school in September with 115 attending. Dr. 
March and Dr. Connors of Nashua gave physical examinations, The school nurses of Supervisory Union #27 assisted and 
several mothers acted as clerks, This clinic was also held at St, Patrick's Convent School Hall. 

The Police Dept. , Lions Club, Grange, Legion Auxiliary, P.T.A., and a very generous person again helped us with 
donations for free lunches and glasses, 

Our school enrollment is still expanding and I have been working four days a week this year and have had a very 
busy year. More pupils mean more responsiblity, more sickness and more problems, but with everyone working together, 
things like these are solved. I would like to thank everyone that helped in any way for their generosity and helpfulness. 
I think a special thank you should go to Father Kilcoyne who gave us the use of the school hall so that many of our chil- 
dren could be helped.

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LUNCH PROGRAM REPORT 


“Service to boys and girls is a wonderful contribution toward a better world. It does reward you, but it costs you 
something, too." So it is with your lunch program. The interest and generosity of the townspeople have helped to im- 
prove as well as maintain this service, , 

There has been an increase in the pupil participation over the last school year. 56,000 pupils and 2600 adults 
were served Type A lunches. We have been able to keep our reduced prices to families of four or more children, parti- 
cipating in the program, at twenty cents and this has resulted in seventy seven pupils being eligible for lunches at this 
rate, Through the thoughtfulness of town organizations and private gifts of money we have been able to continue our pro- 
gram of free lunches to children another year. The lunch program received $3, 738.65 worth of food from the Dept. of 
Agriculture and a cash reimbursement of $3, 385.45 for lunches served last. year. 

I am pleased to report the same Cafeteria Staff as last year and take this time to thank Ethel Duarte, Helen Or- 
lando, Agnes Lawlor and substitute Doris Simpson for their untiring efforts in the programs behalf. The little extras pro - 
vided through many extra hours during the year prove the real interest of this staff. 

I feel that names like Margery Nickerson, Mary Marroni, Laverne Steck, Caroline Law, Joyce Mason, Barbara 
Vitale and Margaret Balboni must be mentioned as ever faithfuls to the call from the Cafeteria. These women donate 
their time for “special days" and are always ready and willing to answer any S, O, S. 

In addition to routine work of lunch programming, it has been my privilege to attend the meetings of the Kitchen 
Committee for the Memorial School. Mrs, Nickerson and Mrs. Marroni, along with Mr. Edwards have spent endless hours 
working on plans, design, program and equipment for our new kitchen. Thanks to their efforts, we will have to take a 
back seat to no school district when it comes to efficient kitchens. 

The cooperation of Mr. Brown, the staff, the Superintendent's Office and school board have helped all of us at 
E.G, Sherburne through another year of "too much" and "too many" with "too little”!

This year our PTA has brought to its growing membership several instructional programs which have been of value 
to the members.
